Riot Is Quelled 

After Berkeley

A policeman was shot dur- 
ing mass rioting in downtown 
Berkeley, Calif., early yester- 
day as feelings continued to 
run high throughout the Na- 
tion in the wake of harsh po- 
lice tactics and provocations 
by young radicals during the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion in Chicago. 

Police scattered a Berkeley 
crowd of more than 1000 with 
tear and “pepper” gas sprayed 
through squad car exhaust 
pipes. Some two dozen dem- 
onstrators were arrested — sev- 
eral suspected of firing a shot 
that wounded a policeman in 
the thigh, the rest on charges 
of hurling rocks, broken glass 
and other debris at officers. 

The rioting f^lowed a two- 
hour rally to protest the arrest 
of young people during the 
Chicago distuihances. The 
rally was held with the City's 
permission and was nonvi- 
olent. 

Meanwhile, further deep di- 
visions over the Chicago 
blood-'lettlng rent the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

Sen. Raiph Yarborough (D- 
Tex.) call^ it “a political 
atrocity without parslilel. in 
American history” and said 
the tactics of Chicago police 
were “similar in action to Hit- 
ler’s storm troopers." 

Returning from the conven- 
tion, Vermont Gov. Philip H, 
Hoff fired off an angry wire to 
Democratic Mayor Richard J 
Daley. 

“We do not believe the peo- 
ple of Chicago or this country 
win long en<hire the police 
state you imposed on free- 
dom-loving Americans, who 
came to your City to demon- 
strate the democratic proc- 
ess,” he said. 

He said the Vermont delega- 
tion is “pleased to be liberated 
from your streets, as well as 
from our amphitheater.” 

But Rep. Roman C. Pucia^ki 
CD-Ill) called for a crackdown 
on the young radicals. 

He said he had sent a letter 
to Attorney General Ramsey 


City last June 29 when they 
unveiled a blueprint ior dis- 
rupting the Democratic Con^ 
vcntion,” he said. 

Sen. Walter F. Mondale (D- 
Minn.), co-chairman of Vice 
President Humiphirey’s success- 
ful drive for tihe Democratic 
presidential nomination, took 
k middle position. 

“Both sides are at fault,” he 
said. Mondaie added he 
doesn’t think Mayor Daley 
was responsible for the vio- 
lence but “there is no ques- 
tion that same police reacted 
with brutality." 

In New York, a poll taken 
by a market research firm 
Thursday showed 71 per cent 
of 1194 a^Its surveyed felt se- 
ourity measures taken In Chi- 
cago were justified. 

Sindlinger Sc Co. said 62 per 
cent thought Mayor Daley was 
doing a good job and only 21 
per cent felt his police force 
had used excessive violence. 
Slightly more than 48 per cent 
agreed with the proposition 
that the demonstrations were 
“organized to disrupt the con- 
vention and create riot condi- 
tions In Chicago.” 

As for the numerous news- 
men attacked by police, Rep. 
William E. Brock 3d (R-Tenn.) 
said newsmen “would be little 
more honest” in reporting 
rioting “if many more of them 
got beaten up.” 

In New York, police dis- 
closed that Minna Gross, 22, a 
Columbia University student, 
was found dead in her dormi- 
tory room Friday night with 
an empty pill bottle nearby 
and a note indicating she was 
despondent over the defeat of 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy.

The rioting, Pucinski said, 
presents an “excellent oppor- 
tunity” to prosecute the first 
case under the recently en- 
I acted Federal law prohibiting 
'the crossing of state lines to 
incite a riot, 

Pucinski assailed three 
young men as instigatm's of 
the Chicago turbulence; Tom 
Hayden, a founder of Students 
for a Democratic Society; 
David Dellinger, leader of the 
National Mobilization Commit- 
tee to End the War in Viet- 
nam, and Jerry Rubin, who 
heads the Youth International 
Party (“Ylppies”).
